pacities u a merchant and financier were 
only 
equalled by his 
eccentricities, is 


cr«dited with having made, on his own ac- 
count, such a run on one of the Wall-street 
banks M probably no single individual ever 
undertook before or since—though not be- 
caufo similar provocation has not been the 
ciperience of other parties. The occasion 
referred to was the treatment received by 
Barker at the bank in question on his of- 
fering some business paper for discount, in 
tbs nsua! wiy, but which tha Board of Di- 
rectors concluded to throw out. 


This action of the board incensed -Bar- 


ker, and he cOTjwjii'nlly sought revenge, 
in a professional way, for what ho chirac- 
terized u most nngentlemtnly behavior on 
their part. A few days only elapsed when 
Barker presented a stick of some $10,000 
of the bills of that stme bank at its counter, 
and crisply 
demanded tho specie there 


and then from the astonished and fluttering 
officers ; bnt nevertheless it was rolled ont 
lo him in kegi of $1,000 each—the 
teller 


of th« bank informing him, with a satis- 
faction not to b« doubted, that it would 
b« necessary to give him small coin, that 
is, :• and 10 cent pieces. Here was a dilemma, 
even for so bright-wilted* and redoubtable 
a man a* Barker; but being equal (o the 
emergency, he ordtrtil the potter to un- 
hetd the caiki, which being done Birker 
took a handful of the coin, from each, and 
then blandly requested the teller to place 
the remainder—which of course required, 
according to custom by all hanks, lo be 
connt»rl—to hi! credit.
